CREWKERNE based company Tods Aero¬ 
space has secured a contract from Hybrid 
AirVehicle Limited to supply specialist 
lightweight components for a new 
United States military airship. 

The Long Endurance Multi-Intelligence 
Vehicle, which resembles the shape of 
Thunderbird 2, is an unmanned military 
airship designed to sustain altitudes of 
20,000 feet for a three week period and 
monitor battlefield operations. The first 
one is scheduled to be airborne by mid 
2011 and Tods has been commissioned to 
design, develop and manufacture tail fins 
and propulsion ducts.

And has spurred many others in the town to do assist the 
local community with voluntary work of various types. 
She is a real treasure. 

“Jeffrey White is a real countryman, born in a farm cot¬ 
tage on the Somerset Levels. His family moved several 
miles to West Dorset, where as a young man he learnt 
much of his knowledge about country crafts and pursuits. 
Hearing that Crewkerne Young Larmers was the local 
marriage bureau, Jeffrey joined the club, where he met 
and married Anne, the daughter of local tenant farmer 
Tom Thomas of Mill Larm, Misterton. 

“Jeff and Anne farmed Mill Larm - which has land run¬ 
ning down to the River Parrett - for the next 43 years. He 
added to, and eventually bought the farm before passing 
it over to his son Graham in 1997. Jeff has always had a 
great sense of community and for many years he grew 
potatoes which he delivered to village residents every 
Saturday morning. Over the winter months this extended 
to a milk round and all the Misterton villagers used to 
come out to meet Jeff and Anne bringing with them jugs, 
jars, pots and basins which they dipped into the milk

churns on his trailer or putt. Both the milk and potato 
round were carried out for community benefit - a real not 
for profit service. 

“Jeff’s interests have always been centred around the 
community and he played a pivotal role in saving the vil¬ 
lage school from closure and in the construction of the 
long-awaited village hall, toward which he gave a gener¬ 
ous interest-free loan. Since his retirement, his interest in 
the local community has never waned, serving on the 
parish council for many years, latterly as its chairman. 

“His involvement has always been practical, hands-on 
and voluntary and many gates, stiles and hedges in the 
area bear testimony to his personal commitment. The 
well-maintained walks network in the local countryside 
owe much to his interest and dedication. He always en¬ 
courages local people to fully appreciate the natural en¬ 
vironment around them and leads walks to extol the 
virtues of the countryside around the Crewkerne and Mis¬ 
terton area. 

“Jeff is still always busy. He nursed Anne after she had 


a serious illness some years ago and now does many of 
the household chores including cooking. He is chairman 
and chief organiser of the Misterton Gardening Club and 
never ever says no when asked to help out with anything 
which contributes to or enhances the local community 
spirit. He gives of his time freely and generously. Mis¬ 
terton owes him much.”

SOUTH Somerset District Council plan¬ 
ning department has passed the plans 
for demolition of buildings, conversion of 
barns and dairy into dwellings and the 
renovation of a house at 20 South Street 
Crewkerne, formerly Wey's shed yard. 


Residents object to 
Hardy House plans 

OBJECTIONS to the redevelopment of the site 
currently occupied by the fire damaged building, 
Hardy House at Chubbs Lawn, Crewkerne, have 
increased. 

South Somerset District Council has been bom¬ 
barded with comments from local residents and 
the town council has also voted to recommend 
refusal of the planning application for 
five two-storey dwellings, on the grounds 
of over development, insufficient parking 
and not in keeping with the area. 

The district conservation manager 
Adron Duckworth commented that there 
was scope for something to replace the 
existing building but a low scale and 
open aspect seemed essential to main¬ 
tain the setting of Belle View Terrace.

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Justice panel receives 
Queen's award honour 

THE Queen’s representa¬ 
tive Lady Elizabeth Gass, 

Lord Lieutenant for Som¬ 
erset, presented the 
Queen’s Award for Vol¬ 
untary Service to the 
South Somerset Commu¬ 
nity Justice Panel at a 
special ceremony held at 
Horton Village Hall. 

The award had been an¬ 
nounced in June. 

The majority of the 
founding members of the 
restorative justice project, 
including many high 
ranking officers from the 
Avon and Somerset Con¬ 
stabulary, town, county 
and district councillors, 
representatives from 
Yarlington Homes and 
the volunteers who oper¬ 
ate the panel were pres¬ 
ent. 

Chard, Crewkerne and 
Ilminster were also repre¬ 
sented by their respective 
mayors. 

The Queen’s Award for 
Voluntary Service is the 
highest award given to 
volunteer groups across 
the UK, for outstanding 
work done in their local 
communities. 

The Community Justice 
Panel was launched in 
Chard but was so suc¬ 
cessful it spread to Ilmin¬ 
ster and Crewkerne as 
well as other towns in the 
area and beyond. 

One of the founding 
members, John Lacey 
said: “I’m really thrilled 
and never dreamed it 
would get so big. Jill 
Shortland heard the gov¬ 
ernment was trying new 
things and looked into it. 

She was told to go and 
put it together and gath¬ 
ered some councillors 
and me as a non-political 
member and once we had 
the backing of the Home 
Office, there was no 
looking back.” 

Chard Police officer 
Bill Geddes, winner of 
the Queen’s Police 
Medal, was one of the pi¬ 
oneers of the initiative 
and his granddaughter, 
eight-year-old Skye 
Johnson, was given the 
honour of presenting 
flowers to Lady Gass. 

Her Ladyship said: “It 
is by no means an easy 
award to get, there were 
103 awarded in the whole 
country and only four in 
Somerset so it really is a 
feather in your cap to be 
recognised like this. 

“I congratulate you on 
getting the award.” 

Project co-ordinator Val 
Keitch accepted the 
award from Lady Gas 
and said: “It gives me

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Antiques robbery

POLICE are appealing for informa¬ 
tion following a robbery at Noah's 
Antiques in Crewkerne on Friday 
October 22nd. 

At approximately 10.30am, two 
men threatened the owner of the 
shop in Market Square, forced him 
into a back room and stole a sub¬ 
stantial amount of cash and jew¬ 
ellery. 

It is not believed that any 
weapons were used and the shop 
owner was left shocked but un¬ 
hurt. 

Police want to hear from anyone 
who may have seen the two men 
responsible in the area or who can 
recognise their descriptions. 

They were both white. One was in 
his late 30s and of stocky build 
with a full, round face. He has 
mousy brown short hair and was 
wearing a black beanie hat, a 
three-quarter length black coat, 
black tracksuit trousers and black 
gloves. 

The second man was older, in his 
early 50s, about 5ft 8ins tall, of slim 
build and of smart appearance. He 
had grey hair and was wearing a 
dark flat cap and a grey scarf.

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Total cut proposed for 
Somerset arts budget

SOMERSET County 
Council is under attack 
once more as it considers 
a proposal to cut the arts 
budget by 100 per cent at 
a cabinet meeting on Mon¬ 
day, November 1st. 

Arts organisations across 
Somerset are rallying pub¬ 
lic support to attend the 
meeting to be held at 9am 
in Somerset College, and 


help their campaign 
against the decision. 

They accept that meas¬ 
ures to make savings are 
needed but believe that the 
arts budget should take a 
26 per cent cut, in line with 
overall cuts in local au¬ 
thority spending. 

The current Somerset 


County Council arts 
budget stands at £159,000, 
which is only 0.0004 of 
their overall spend of 
£350,000,000. Arts organ¬ 
isations such as Take Art 
and Actiontrack, both 
based in South Petherton 
who provide a frontline 
service across Somerset 


believe that the conse¬ 
quence of the 100 per cent 
cut will have a far greater 
impact on the cultural of¬ 
ferings within Somerset 
than any contribution this 
cut will make to overall 
savings. 

It plays a vital role in en¬ 
hancing education, health 
and community life, help¬ 
ing villages to put on pro¬ 


fessional arts events and 
allowing schools and chil¬ 
dren’s centres to provide 
greater levels of arts edu¬ 
cation for all ages. 

The county council cabi¬ 
net papers identify the risk 
of cutting arts funding as 
being that “some arts or¬ 
ganisations may fail and 
cease trading”. 

Phil Shepherd, facilitator 
for Somerset Film said: 
“While this is all too true, 
the wider and more impor¬ 
tant risk seems to have 
been ignored - that is the 
loss to our audiences and 
participants. These include 
many fa mi lies and individ¬ 
uals on low incomes, sig¬ 
nificant numbers of 
learning disabled adults 
and young people, users of 
the mental health services, 
the physically disabled and 
many younger and older 
people developing their 
creative skills and seeking 
to contribute to the cre¬ 
ative economy.” 

A spokesperson said: 
“As a frontline service the 
arts reach into isolated 
communities in a predom¬ 


inantly rural county. They 
involve hundreds of volun¬ 
teers and represent a living 
example of the ‘Big Soci¬ 
ety’ the Government are 
keen to see take hold. 

“They are also a key 
driver for inward invest¬ 
ment from blue chip com¬ 
panies looking to relocate 
in Somerset. The arts are 
significant local employers 
especially of talented 
young people who might 
otherwise leave the county. 
Crucial to all, is the aim to 
make the arts accessible to 
all Somerset residents. 

“A cut of 26 per cent 
over three years would 
allow arts organisations a 
chance to develop further 
business strategies to meet 
the challenges of the new 
climate and would not 
mean such a potentially 
devastating impact.”

WHAT'S IN A NAMeA 


The word sausage dervies from the latin salsisium, 
meaning something that has been salted. 

According to the Oxford English Dictionary, the first 
specific reference in English came in a fifteenth cen¬ 
tury vocabulary 'Salcicia', a 'sawsage'. 

Sausages were nicknamed 'bangers'during the Sec¬ 
ond World War. Their high water content due to the 
scarcity of other ingredients meant that they were li¬ 
able to explode when cooked as the water turned to 
steam. 

Sausages should be cooked slowly over a medium 
heat and should not be pricked as this lessens the 
flavour. They will only burst if cooked too quickly! 

The British sausage even has its own Fan Club, the 
British Sausage Appreciation Society.The Society has 
over 5,000 members in the UK. The Highlight of the 
Society's year is British Sausage Week, which takes 
place this year from the 1 st to 7th November 2010.

During the year to June 2010 we ate 186,210 tonnes 
of sausages worth £653.3 million. 

The value of the premium sausage sector grew by 
7.3% in 2009/2010. 

88% of British households buy sausages, 50% at 
least every four weeks. 

Each household spends an average of £29.45 per 
year on sausages. 

Every day, five million Britons will eat sausages. 

More pork sausages are eaten as part of an evening 
meal, with 46% consumed; compared to 16% at 
breakfast, 18% at lunch, and 2% as a snack. 

89% of sausages are consumed in the home. 

31% of the sausage market is classified as premium, 
58% as standard, 4% as low fat and 6% as economy 
(volume). 

88% of sausages are made from pork 




HISTORY Of THE SAUSACE 


Sausages are even older than ancient Greece or 
Rome - the Sumerians (modern day Iraq) made 
sausages 5,000 years ago. 

During the early days of the Empire, Romans mixed 
fresh pork with finely chopped white pine nuts, 
cumin seed, bay leaves and black pepper. 

In 320 AD, because of their association with pagan 
festivals, Roman Emperor Constantinus I and the 
Catholic Church made sausage eating a sin and their 
consumption was banned! This led to sausages 
going underground until the ban was lifted. 

It is believed that sausages were brought to Britain 
by the Romans some time before 400 AD. Since then 
various English counties have each had their own 
way of flavouring their local sausage - e.g. Lin¬ 
colnshire favours fresh sage and Chesire use caraway 
and coriander. 

By the Middle Ages sausage making had spread to 
Northern Europe and different varieties began to de¬ 
velop as butchers used ingredients available locally. 
In some locations, early sausage makers became so 
adept at making distinctive sausages that their fame 
spread across Europe. 

It was in the reign of Charles I that sausages were 
divided into links for the first time in Britain. 

Once made, sausages used to be stuck up chimneys 
to be mildly cured.
